ANY readers of The News no doubt noted that 
| had been invited, together with other 
newspaper men of Southern California, to be 
a guest of the Board of Supervisors of San 

Bernardino County for a three-days’ trip over a por 
tion of the mountain roads in San Bernardino County, 
and never in my experience have L learned as muel 
about the County in which -T live as T did in that 
three-days’ trip. 

Twenty-five men, representing twenty-five news 
papers of Southern California, left San Bernardine 
city at 2 o’tloek on Friday last in four mountain auto 
stages and as [, in writing, approach the deseription 
of the grandeur and scenic beauty enjoyed for one 
hundred and forty-six miles. [| do so with fear and 
trembling, for far more able writers have attempted 
vet found that words cannot describe it 

Passing through the northern outskirts of the 
city of Redlands, the party wended its way up Mill 
Creek Canyon, leaving behind the valley in the throes 
of a heated summer day, and as the purring of the 
engine, under the able driving of lenry Shay, recog 
nized in San Bernardino as one of the ablest moun 
tain stage drivers in the County, carried us onward 
and upward the descending western sun warmed our 
backs while the eastern sky clouded, the thunders of 
a summer storm roared, and with a flash of lightning 
the rains descended, and thus while Old) Sol shown 
forth in the valley, Jupiter Plavius claimed the entire 
party for the “‘wets.”’ 

As the storm reached its zenith, and the moun 
tain stream flowing down Mill Creek flowed on with 
renewed vigor because of the summer freshet, the 
party reached Camp No. Lo where the Supervisors 
maintain County prisoners for work on the mountain 
highway, and there for a short time we remained 
under shelter and enjoyed the hospitality of officers 
in charge of the camp 

During the past month there has been consid 
erable eriticism of the Board of Supervisors because 
of the amount of money spent on the Mill Creek and 
other mountain roads, and although loath to confess 
it, |, too, said things because of my ignorance of the 
situation, whieh today | wish had not been spoken 
Therefore, to the taxpayers of San Bernardino 
County and of Upland in particular, | ask you to 
withhold) your criticism of the Board of Supervisors 
until you have experienced the ride over these roads, 
for in our party were men who had traveled through 
out Europe, and those men considered the mountain 
scenery of San Bernardino County a close second 
to that of Switzerland 


Future Playground of the World 

Former Mayor Lambrigger of this city once said 
that he firmly believed that the future of this State 
iveant that it should be the playground of the people 
ot the world, and all that was necessary for the people 
of California to do was to prepare that playground, 
and when our fellowtownsman made that statement 
it contained therein much more than | realized; for 
right here in San Bernardino County——-one of mag 
nificent distances, as L realize now more than ever 
before—we have a portion of the playground of this 
vreat State which the Board of Supervisors is) pre 
paring for the coming of the multitude of tourists 
which, in time, will come from every corner of the 
vlobe, 

It, therefore, has been through faith in the 
future, and with the hope of far greater things for 
this great country that the present Board of Supet 
visors has done this work; for they know that in 
these mountain roads, reaching as they do to the 
very heart of God's greatest creation, the County has 
an asset the value of which cannot be figured in 
mere dollars and cents 

Thus it is, with all seriousness, that To oask the 
taxpayers of this County to withhold further criticism 
of the men at the head of this County, until) after 
driving over these mountain roads. knowing most 
ussuredly that seeing is believing, in the foresight 
and business ability of the men who are guiding the 
destinies of the imperial County of San Bernardino 

In the following lines | am going to endeavor to 
take the reader with me into that land of the pine 
tree and the fir, and if there be a man in this city 
who laeks faith in that faet that there is a Supreme 
Being, he should journey, as this editorial party did 
for one hundred and forty-six miles from an an eleva 
tion of 1200 feet to S000 feet above sea level, in the 
mountain fastness of this County and see about him 
the wonders that have been performed by a hand that 
s endowed with a power of which we have not even 
dreamed, and no man has been able to adequately 
deseribe 

But back to the onward trip again; for after tl

carried this work to completion Jones Falls 
just above Glover Point,’ named for Supervis 
Glover. wh for many years, has been a faith 


servant of San Bernardino Counts 

The Supervisors are not desirous of taking a 
the eredit for this new road up Mill Creek and o 
down into the Santa Ana, but the newspaper met 
were impressed with the facet that Shirley Bright 
the able and energetic County Surveyor, had mor 
to do with making this new road a success than any 
other man in the County Mr. Bright has labored 


inany hours to lay out this road that it might b 


one over which autoists could travel with as little 


discomfort as possible, and the result has been that 
he has accomplished for himself a reputation in’ the 
road engineering world 

And as we left this most beautiful spot) the 
twilight gathered about us. and Ns we wound our 
way among the pines and firs, tall mountain peaks 
piereed a canopy from which stars twinkled ever 
and anon, while in the distance could be seen what 
at first appeared a glowing electric sign, but whieh 
was explained by our driver to be a tree blazing 
with fire from being struck by lighting during the 
rain storm previously spoken of 

With the coming of the night, and as the parts 
dvopped over the summit of the mountain range trom 
the Mill Creek to the Santa Ana side, the moon ap 
peared over a distant peak, and as it shone thru that 
forest’ primeval, we wended our way down many a 
steep grade to the Santa Ana River and on to Seven 
Oaks where the party was entertaimed by Landlord 
Glass for the night 

At Seven Oaks 

After the dinner hour the editorial party gath 
ered im the sitting room of the camp and, forming 
aocirele about the great fireplace, Rex Bo Goodeell 
District Attorney of the County, acted as master of 
ceremonies and each and every member of the party 
spoke of his appreciation of the trip and treatment 
accorded both by the Supervisors and by Landlord 
Glass, and speakers vied with one another in adequate 
deseription of the day’s trip, but found that words 
failed them. Following the speaking Mrs. Eastman, 
who has been spending the summer at Seven Oaks, 
sang for the party, and although the members ‘*may 
forget the singer, they’lH] not forget the song for 
she sang, in perfect voice, “LT Love You, Cali 
fornia,’’ and as she sang there welled up within the 
very soul of each and every newspaper man a patriot 
ism for his own State, and the afternoon's vide had 
so Increased his knowledge that when asked by Mrs 
Eastman to join in on the chorus, singers who sel 
dom exercise their vocal cords in a musical vein 
joined in’ a melody which resounded and echoed 
through that mountainous beauty spot, “Seven Qaks.”’ 

After a night’s rest at ““SBeven Oaks,”’ and beins 
aroused from deep slumber by the offielal marshal 
of the party, Lyman M. King, candidate for Stats 
Senator, and editor of the Redlands Faets, Landlord 
Glass again fed the inner man of those twenty-five 
hungering mortals and when the breakfast was over 
and the farewells given, the party wound its way 
from the bed of the Santa Ana to the summit of Clark 
Hill, and in that trip saw the wonders that the God 
that ruleth over all things hath wrought. Mounting 
the summit of Clark’s Hhll was not an easy task, as 
both the machine and driver were very busy, while 
the occupants of the stage were taken up with the 
magic seenery about them As half the grade was 
completed the entire region could be viewed, while 
thousands of feet below ran a ravine and thousands 
of feet above mountain peaks pierced the sky In 
the distance could be seen the San Diego Mountains 
and as the clouds and sunlight of the morning sun 
mingled with one another the purple. the red, and 
the blue blended into an entrancing painting above 
the green of the mountains’ sides.
